May Contracts Call For 500 
Miles Of H ighw ays In 
Pennsylvania. 


Contracts 
previously 
awarded 
and to be awarded during May, by 
the Pennsylvania Department 
<>f 
Highways, will amount to $20,562,- 
833.44, covering 500.15 miles of 
load 
const! uction, 
grading 
and 
drainage. Secretary of Highways 
James Lyall Stuart announced to­ 
day. 
To meet the obligations of 
the?*,.' contracts, the highway de­ 
partment had a balance of $28,918,- 
358.44 in the highway fund- a* of 
May 21, 1929, exclusive of the $2,- 
550,000 which to date has been 
xpended for the construction of 
the north office building and which 
will be tran sferr ed from the gen­ 
eral fund under authority of an 
appropriation passed by the 1029 
legislature. Secretary Stuart said. 
Establishes Record 
The lettings in May established 
a record in construction undertak­ 
ings by the* department of high­ 
ways, being the greatest known in 
the history of the department.
